West Street Area Link Now 
Being Started to Com- 
plete Network 








Upland’s new sewer system, 
which was started last Nov. 11 
under WPA, is now about two- 
thirds completed. Work is being 


started on the lines in the north- | 


east section of the city, the final 
link. 

When completed the improved 
ser- 
vice to nearly every resident 
within the city limits. 
work in Upland connects 
the new disposal plant in Ontario, 
with the feeder line from Upland 
placed along Campus avenue. 

The first section to be complet- 
ed is the southeast part, which 
is now in use. A cross feeder 
branches from the Campus ave- 
nue line, running along Seventh 
street across Euclid avenue to 
the west side. From Seventh 


street to Stowell street there are, 


four lines running north 
south. A short pipe has been 
laid along Hyland street above 
Seventh, from Campus avenue. 
The west side line, which runs 
from Seventh street north, be- 
tween Laurel and Euclid avenues, 
turns west at Euclid place and 
continues to Fern avenue. The 
northwest: network covers most 
of the original subdivision. 
Work now being done in the 
northeast portion is centered 
around West street, north of 
Foothill boulevard. The Campus 
avenue line extends across Foot- 
hill boulevard to connect with 
the line of the disposal plant.
